DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to amendment filed on 6/21/04 in which claims 26-46 are 
pending. The applicant's arguments have been fully considered therefore this case is in 
condition for allowance. In addition the pending claims have been renumbered as 1-10, 
14, 11-21 and 13 respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: a network 
modem to communicate along an upstream frequency band of said xDSL line with at 
least one other NDSL modem connected in a subscriber premises to said xDSL telephone 
line as recite in claims 26 and 34. While said control signal is transmitting, 
communicating data among said at least two NDSL modems along an upstream 
frequency band of said xDSL line as recite in claims 39 and 43.
